9. (Internal Use Only - PG) LIAISON Receiveda telephone call 
from Philip A. Lacovara, Special Counsel, Honse Committee on Standards 
of Official Conduct, who had attempted first to contact Mr, Cary, Legislative 
Counsel, Mr, Lacovara wished to convey to us that, as a consequence of 
a short, well-hidden article in the Wall olvedt Journal, the Committee 
intended to interview Mr. James Schlesinger, former Director of Central 
Intelligence. Mr. Lacovara said he was advising us of this because the 
Memorandum of Understanding ~- which we have not yet executed -- requires 
the Cornmittee to advise CIA of its intention to interview cmployees and
